Van Sinderen Dissipated $65,000 of a
$100,000 Estate and Claimed a Ser-

New York, Feb. 10.—News has been
Yeceived here from Berlin of the death
of Adrian Van Sinderen, once a well
known Brooklyn attorney. During
the past 14 years he has lived abroad
in seclusion—a fugitive from justice.
In 1881, after a quarter of a century
of luxury and promivence, he was ac-
cused of having robbed an estate 2arly
in his career as a lawyer of §63,000.
He was indicted, but fled before he
could be arrested.

further evasion of the rules by irregu-
lar assignments to clerkships of per-
gons not qualified for laboring work,
as the new appointees are found to be
adapted to this class of employment
and not to the work of a higher graie.
